VACATION, anticipated, slips away 
so fast that parents are occupied already in 
balancing the advantages offered their chil 
dren by different schools. Where the de 
cision has been made that the public school 
in the neighborhood is the best 
the boys and girls a good deal of solicitude 
is saved, and many parents are wholly satis 
tied to seud their children here, regarding 
the drill and thoroughness of the public 
school as an admirable preparation for life, 
prelerring that their children should be 
eatly Uirown into association with all classes 
of the community.

a boy fond of reading and with scholarly tastes, 
requires in each case a special training.

Sometimes the city boy should be sent from | 
home to the country, and in a school, away | 


from the home coddling and the confined 


space of the streets where boys are never 


wanted, learn self-dependence, and grow 
vigorous and strong. For some children the 
very best thing that can be done is to take 
them from mothers and fathers and give them 


over during term-time to the wise discipline of | 


headmasters who have made education the 


labor of a lifetime.
